RACCOON'S  YOUNG  ONES,  THE  by   I.  Eberle  (3-4).  (Abelard-Schuman) 

Excellent  photographs  add  to  the  story  of  a  devoted  mother  racoon 
and  her  babies  as  they  live  through  the  first  year  of  their  lives.

A 
warm  story  with  charming  illustrations  of  English   countryside. 

HECTOR  GOES  TO  SCHOOL  by  Liebers  and  Rothenberg  (1-2).  (Welch)
